SEES AMERICA

Says England’s Star Is 
Due to Fall.

prediction of England’s downfall as a 
great power was made today by the 
Very Rev. William Ralph Inge, dean 
of St. Paul's cathedral singe 1911, writ- 

ing in the Evening Standard. | 


“In 1914,” Dr. Inge declares, 


prophesied that whatever might be 
the outcome of the war it w6uld lose 
us our naval supremacy. If we won 
the war, I pointed out, America would 


take the lead, and if we lost, Ger-| 


many. 

“I belfeve our dominions probably 
will remain under the union jack, but 
they will also try to insure themselves 
with America and, as time goes on, 
they will lean more and more on what 
will then be the dominant English 
speaking power. 

Won't “Pay the Price.” 

“Our nation is not played out by 
any means, but now, in the time of 
peace, it is unwill to’ pay the price 
which made our little island a great 
world power, and that chapter of our 


history, accordingly, is nearing its end. | 


“As soon as a civilized government 
is set up in Russia it will need the 
help of Germany, and we may expect 
such an alliance. Germany's war in- 
demnity will be repudiated in a’ very 
few years, and neither England nor 
France willbe able to exact it. 

“I do not think the Germans will 
wigh to attack’ us—in plain terms, we 
shall not be worth it. But the Rus- 
sians willeorder us out of M tamia, 
which, strategically, is quite indefensi- 
bie, and we probably will be quite glad 
enough to quit Palestine. ;

The Coprinus Micaceus. 


Of all the mushrooms that come up 
oh ovr city parkings none is perhaps 
more abundant than coprinus mica- 
ceus. On a misty or moisty morning 
|I have already this spring fpund one 
pound clumps of it. It is easy to learn 
to know this mushroom with great 
certainty. It is a pinkish tan in color, 
and few sorts come up in quite so 
crowded a mass as this does, mostly 
around old trees or where old trees 
have been, and sometimes in a tree 
with a great split in its trunk. 
| There are wonderful pictures of 
this mushroom ifn the National Geo- 
graphical Magazine for May, 1920, and 
there are also good pictures of it in 
many books on mushrooms. There. is 
a picture of it coming up through 
grass in bulletin No. 176 of the United

Do not stir or you 
will break the mushroems. As soon 
as they have reached the boiling point 
push them to the back part of the stove 
for five minutes; serve on toast. These 
will be exceedingly dark, are very pal- 
atable, and perhaps are the most eds- 
ily digested of all the varieties.” 

Perhaps some people will remember 
recipes published in this column for 
mushroom sauces to eat with mush, and 
so forth, which can be’ made with to- 
mato and this “ glistening mushroom.” 
The inky coprinus or Ink cap and-copri- 
nus comatus or shaggy mane are also 
to be easily found, but not in such 
quantities as the micaceus.
